General Meeting of the Schoolmafters of 

Seotland was held in the High School bere 
this day, for the farther confideration of their aug- 
mentation {cheme.—-The following is ag abltragt-of 
their mioutes, publifhed by their appointment, for 
the information of thofe concerned ; and the School- 
mafters of Scotland are appointed to pay proper 
attention and regard to this abftrect, as they are to 
expect no other mtimation. 


The Meeting unanimoufly continued John Wil- 
fon {choolimafter of South Leith, Prefes, and chofe 
James Davidfon {choolmafter of Dalmeny, clerk. 

Settled accompts with the faid John Wilfon, who 
had been appointed Treafurer by laft General Mcet- 
ing, in the fame manner as was done laft year. 
Received from him the balanceof 48 Ll. 158. 113 
Sterling, and a fatisfactory account of the proceed- 
ings of laft year’s Committee, and of their reafons 
for not applying to Pa:tiament laft Seffion, 

Declared, that the Schoolmafters {till with to 


be put only on the fame footing in faciety as they | 


were at their firit eftablithment, in order to be equal- 
ly ufeful: “That they were not defired by any other 
body of men to make the application to Parliament 
for an augmentation of their falaries: That they 
will thankfully accept of whatever relief Parliament 
thall judge their prefent diftreffed fituation requires ; 
and that they never intended to make application to 
Parliament, without the knowledge of the Landed 
Interelt. 

Continued the appointments of laft General Meet- 
ing, with refpeét to delaying the application to Par- 
liament, confulting Heritors and Royal Burghs, 
with this addition, that the Landed Intereft may be 
applied to again individually, by fuch Schoolmalters 
and others, as think they can do fo with prudence

accompts of the Treafurer and minutes of the Com- 
mittee. 

Appointed the following perfons, viz. the Prefes, 
the Clerk, Dr Adam, Mefl. Frafer and Chriftifon 
of the High School, Edinburgh; Meff. Duncan of 
Inverkeithing, Gray of Cupar of Fife, Bryce of 
Anftrather-Eafter, Bell of Dalkeith, Laurie of St 
Cuthbert’s, Fergufon of Libberton, Paton of Cra- 
mond, Taylor of Ely, and Young of Queensferry 
(any two of them, with the Prefes, to be a quo- 
rum) to be this year’s Committee, with the fame 
powcts and inftruétions which were piven to former 
Committees ; and their ftated Meetings to be held 
oe ae on the firft Saturday of January, 

pril, and July next, atfive o’clock afrerahan. 3 Lo 


on the day immediately preceding next General 
Meeting, at eleven o’clock forenoon, in the Prefes’s 
houfe at Leith.

STORY of Faruer Nicuoras, from the Loun- 
cers, No. 82, 83, 84. a Periodical Work, now 


publifhing weekly by Mx Cretcn, Germauecy. | 


T was at a fmall town in Britanny, in which there 
was a convent of Benedictines, where particular 
circumftances had induced me to take up my'refi- 
dence for a few weeks, They had fome pictures 
which ftrangers ufed to vifit. 1 went with a party 
whofe purpofe was to look at them: Mine in fuch 
laces is rather to look at men. If in the world we 
behold the thifting fcene which prompts obfervation, 
we fee in fuch fecluded focieties a fort of ftill life, 
which nourifhes thought, which gives fubje@ for me- 
ditation. I confefs, however, 1 have often been dif- 
appointed. I have feen a group of faces under their 
cowls, on which fpeculation could build nothing’; 
mere common-place countenances, which might have 
equally well belonged to a corporation of bakers or 
butchers. Moft of thofe in the convent I now vi- 
fited were of that kind: One, however, was of a 
very fuperior order ; that of a monk, who knegled 
at a diltance from the altar, near a Gothic window, 
through the painted panes of which a gleamy light 
touched his forehead, and threw a dark Rembrandt 
fhade on the hollow of a large, black, melancholy 
eye. It was impoflible not to take notice of him. 
He looked up, involuntarily no doubt, to a picture 
of our Saviour bearing his crofs ; the fimilarity of 
the attitude, and the quiet refignation of the two 
countenances, formed a refemblanee that could not 
but ftrike every one. ‘ It is Father Nicholas,” 
whifpered our conduétor, * who is of all the bro- 
‘¢ therhood the moft rigid to himfelf, and the kind- 
eft to other men. ‘To the diftreffed, to the fick, 
and to the dying, he is always ready to.adminifter 
afliftance and confolation. Nobody ever told him 
a misfortune in which he did not take an intereft, 
or requeft good offices which he refufed to grant ; 
yct the aufterity and mortifications of his own life 
are beyond the ftrigtef} cules of his order; and it 
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* is only from what he does for others, that one 
**Fuppoies him to feel any touch of huntanity.”’ 
The fubje& feemed to make our informer eloquent.- 
I wasyoung, curious, enthufiaftic. It fank into my 
heart ; and I-cquld not reft till I was made ac- 
quaimed with’Father Nicholas. Whether from the 
power of the introduction I procured, from his own 
benevolence, or from my deportment, the good man 
looked on me ‘with the complacency of a parent. 
** It is not ufual,” fiid he, * my fon," for people 
** at your age to folicit acquaintance like mine. ‘T’o 

you the world is in its prime; why fhould you 
anticipate its decay? Gaiety and chearfulnefs 
{pting up around yoy; why fhould you feek out 
the abodes of mclancholy and of woe? Yet,though 
dead to the pleafures, I am mor infenfible to the 
ciarities of life. I feel your kindnefs, and with 
for an opportunity to requite it.””—He perceived 
my turn for letters, and fhewed me fome curious 
MSS. and fome fearce books, which belonged to 
their gonvent : ‘[Thefe were not the communications 
I fought; accident gave me ah, opportunity of ob- 
taining the knowledge I valued more, the kaow- 
ledge of Father Nicholas, the ftory of his forrows, 
the caufe of bis aufterities. 

One evening when I entered his cell, after knock- 
ing at the door without being heard, I perceived 
him kneeling before a crucifix, to which was affixed 
a finall pigture, which I took to be that of the blef- 
fed Virgin. TI ftood behind him, uncertain whether 
I fhould wait the clofe of his devotional exercife, or 
retire-unperceived as Icame. His face was covered 
with his hand, and I heard his f{tifled groans. A 
mixture of compaflion and of curiofity fixed me to 
my place. He took his hands from his eyes with a 
quickened movement, as if a pang had forced them 
thence: He laid hold of the picture, which he kif- 
fed twice, prefled it to his bofom ; and then gazing 
on it ‘earneftly, burft into tears. Affer a few mo- 


ments, he clafped his hands sogesher, threw # Took 
(ma 2s bho-———y -rareertig fome words which I could 


nowhear, drew a deep figh, which feemed to clofe 
the account of his forrows for the time, and rifing 
front his knees, difcovered me. I was afhamed of 
miy fituation, and ftammered out fome apology for 
my unintentional interruption of nis devotions. 
“ Alas! (faid he), be not deceived ; thefe are not 
the tears of devotion, not the meltings of piety, 
** but the wringings of remorfe. Perhaps, young 
*€ man, it may {tead thee to be told the {tory of my 
fufferings and of my fins: ingenuous as thy na- 
ture feems, it may be expofed to temptations like 
mine ; it we be the victim of laudable feelings 
“* perverted, of virtue betrayed, of falfe honour, and 
** miftaken fhame.” 

My name is St Hubert; my family ancient and 
refpectable. though its domains, from various unto 
ward events, had been contra¢ted much within their 
former extent. I loft my father before F-knew-the 
mother, w Bt Toling in = anf fhe Taculgence of ity” ] 
eftimation of a young man, for any waot of that pro- 
tection or of guidance which another parent might 
have afforded. After having pafled with applaufe 
through the ordinary ftudies which the capital of 
our province allowed an opportunity of acquiring, 
my mother fent me to Paris, along with the fon of 
a neighbouring family, who, though of lefs honoar- 
able defcent was much richer than ours. Young 
Delaferre (that was my companion’s name) was ia- 
tended for the army; me, from particular circum- 
{tances which promifed fuccefs in that line, my mo- 
ther and her friends had deftined for the long robe, 
and had agreed for the purchafe of a charge for me 
when I fhould be qualified for it. Delaferre had a 
fovereign contempt for any profeflion but that of, 
arms, and took every opportunity of infpiring me 
with the fame fentiments. In the capital I had this 
prejudice every day mare and more confirmed. ‘The 
fierté of every man who has ferved, the infolent fu- 
periority he claimed over his feHow-ditizenc, dazaled 
my ambition, and awed my ba‘hfulnefs. “From na- 
tare [had that extieme feafibilitry of fhame, which 
could not {tand again{t the ridicule even of much 
inferior men. Ignorance would often confound me 
in matters of which 1 was perfectly well informed, 
from his fu >erior effrontery; and the belt eftablithed 
principles of my mind would fometimes yield to the 
impudence of affuiming fophiltry, or of unbluthing 
vice. To the profethon which my relations had 
marked out for me, atiention, diligence, and fober 
manners were naturally atrached; having once fet 
down that profeiliga as humiliating, I concluded its 
attendant qualitics as equally difhonourable. I was 
afhamed of virtues to which I was naturally itcli- 
ned, a bully in vices which 1 hated and defpifed. 
Delaferre enjoyed my apeftacy from innocence-as a 
victory he had gained; at fchool he was much my 
inferior, and I attained every mark of diftinétion to 
which he had afpired in vain. In Paris he triumph- 
ed in his turn; his faperior wealth enabled him to 
command the appearances of fuperior dignity and 
fhow: the cockade in his hat infpired a confidence 
which my fituation did not allow; and, bold as he 
was in diffipation and debauchery, he led me as an 
inferior whom he had taught the art of living, whom 
he had firft trained to independence and to man- 
hood. - My mother’s ill-judged kindnefs fupplied 
me with the means of thoie pleafures which my 
companions induced me to fhare, if pleafures they 
might be called, which I.often partook with uneafi- 
nel. and reflected on with remorfe, Sometimes, 
though bat too feldom, TI was as mach a hypocrite 
on the other fide; I was felf-denied, beneficent, 
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aad yiginous by ftealsh; while the t'me and money 


which I had fo employed; I boafted to my compa . 


nions of having {pent in debauchery, in riot, ik 

vice, ; : 
The habits of life, however, into which f had 

been led, began by degrees to blunt my feels 


ings of reétitude, and to take from vice the ints: 
of confcience. But the dangerous connedtion Thad 
formed was broken off by the accident of Delaferre’s 
receiving orders to join his regiment, then quartered 
at Dunkirk. At his defire, I gave him the convoy 
as far as.to a relation’s houfe in Picardy, where he 
was to {pend a day or two in his way: “ I will 
** introduce you,” faid he, id @ tone of pleafantry, 
“* becaufe you will be a favourite; my coufin San- 
o —_ is as fober and precife as you were when 
** I firft found you.” The good man whom he 
thus charattifed poteted indeed all thofe virtues of 
which the ridicule of Delaferre tad fometimies made 
me afhamed, but which it had never made me en- 
tirely ceafe to revere. In his family I regained ‘the 
perrotee in our diflipated fociety at Paris, I 
ad lolt. Fits example encouraged, and hie ) 
| fortified my saturat Aidpotejon t0 goodnefs + but his 
daughter, Emilia de Santonges, was a more inte- 
a afiftant to it. . After my experience of the 
few of her fex with whom we were acquainted in 
town, the native beauty, the unaffected manners of 
Emilia, were infinitely attraétive. Delaferre, how- 
ever, found them infipid and tirefome. He left his 
Kinfman’s, the third morning after his arrival, pro- 
mifing, as foon as his regiment thould be reviewed, 
to meet me in Paris. Except in Paris, faidhe, we 
exift merely, but do not live. I found ir dif+ 
ferent. I lived but in the prefence of Emilia de 
Santonges. But why fhoald I recall thofe days of® 
pure(t felicity, or think of what my Emilia was ! 
For not long after the was miine. In the wintet 
they came to Paris, on account of her father’s 
health, which wae thcn rapidly on the decline. I 
tended him with that afliduity which was due to hig 
friendfhip, which the company of Emilia miade moré 
an indulgence than a duty. Our cares, and the kill 
of his phyficians were fruitlefs. He died, and left 
his daughter to my friendthip. It was then that I 
firft dared to hope for her’lave ; that over the grave 
of her father I mingled my tears with Emilia’s, and 
tremblingly ventured to ask, if the thought me wor- 
thy of comforting het forrows? Emilia was too in- 
nocent for difguife, tao honeft for affe@atjon. She 
gave her hand to my virtues; (for I then was vir- 
‘tuous), to reward at the fame time, and to confirm 
them. We retired to Santonges, where we enj 
as much felicity as_ perhaps the lot of humanity will 
allow. My Emilia’s merit was equal. to her happi- 
nefs; and I miay fay without vanity, fince it is now 
my fhame, that the fince wretched St Hubert was 
then thought to deferve the bleflings he enjoyed.
